DCI/DDCI Assigned Tasks

ALA prepared an update to the DCI briefing book on Contadora
talks and OAS involvement in negotiations.

SOVA, OEA, and OGI prepared talking points for the DCI
meeting with Admiral Hays, Commander-in-Chief, Pacific. SOVA
also prepared talking points for the DCI on the 27th Congress.

CRES prepared for the DCI, DDCI and DDI several bullet
papers relating to a recent launch failure and its implications.

NESA analysts prepared numerous talking points for the DCI
on various issues arising from last week's airstrikes in Libya.
Talking points were also provided for the DCI on Syrian
cooperation with Libya/

Policy Support

OGI prepared various threat assessments this week in the

wake of the US airstrike on Libya, and a threat assessment for
the President's Asian trip.

EURA analysts drafted a typescript outlining the attitudes
of the West European countries toward Libya and possible US
leverage for Attorney General Meese before his meeting with the
Trevi Group. EURA also prepared a self-initiated typescript
outlining how the West Europeans were responding to the US raid
on Libya and discussing how they might react to various US
contingencies in the near future. OGI provided talking points on
Libvan complicity in recent terroist attacks and evidence of
continued plotting for the Attorney General, and OCR provided
biographic reports.
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OEA analysts briefed DAS George DeBakey, Department of

Commerce's Office of Science and Electronics, on China's
electronics industry. OEA analysts also debriefed Mel Searls,

Deputy Assistant Secretary for East Asia and the Pacifice,
Department of Commerce, on his TDY‘ ‘

Ambassador Kampelman was briefed by SOVA on likely Soviet
moves in the next round of the Nuclear and Space Talks and on
political and economic developments in the Soviet Union. SOVA
also attended an interagency meeting sponsored by the INF
Verifications Working Group to develop a common position on the
impact of SRBM's on arms controls negotiations }

Two SOVA analysts briefed Commerce Department DAS, Franklin
Vargo and James Phillips, and E. Scott Bozek, Director of
Business Development-USSR, Department of Commerce, who are
preparing for an upcoming visit of the new chairman of the State
Agro-Industrial Committee and a September commercial exhibition
in the USSR, on agricultural trade opportunities for the United
States.

CRES prepared answers to recent questions from the Secretary

of State ] |on Honduras, Nicaragua and
Angola. NESA prepared similiar memos on "Syrian Intentions in

Lebanon and the Golan Heights," and on Iranian reactions to Saudi
